them to the Eastern consumers it will be necessary to start them earlier than usual, as it takes 
practically twice as long to get a freight car to the Eastern m arkets now as it did under normal 
conditions; the strike is not settled by any means. 
You should pick out your large birds, gobblers weighing 
12 pounds and 
over; hens 
weighing 8 pounds and over, that are in good condition and bring them in for the Thanksgiving 
market not later than the 15th of November. However, it appears that with 
the large crop in 
view that the best prices will be paid between tth e 1st and the 10th of November, will probably 
lower prices starting about the 11th.
